DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a material requirement system, classified in class 
700, subclass 106. 

II. Claims 10-15, drawn to a web winding system, classified in class 700, 
subclass 126. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Tracy Johnson on 3/17/02 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 10-15. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 1-9 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.SC 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

7. Regarding claim 10 and claim 13, the following limitations have not been enabled 
in the specification: 

holding, as preceding address information, said address information of one of 
said products which has been supplied immediately before to said feed line by said 
transfer means; and 

selecting another one of said products to which said address information held in 
a predetermined relationship to said preceding address information is added, and 
supplying the other one of the selected products to said feed line with said transfer 
means; 

and, an 

address information holding means for holding address information in said 
intermediate products before becoming said products; 

preceding address information holding means for holding, as preceding address 
information, said address information of one of said products which has been supplied 
immediately before to said feed line by said transfer means; 
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product selecting means for selecting another one of said products to which said 
address information held in a predetermined relationship to said preceding address 
information is added; and 

means for supplying the other one of the products selected by said product 
selecting means from said feed means to said feed line. 

8. Claims 11, 12, 14, and 15 depend from claims 10 and 13 and therefore 
incorporate the same deficiencies. 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 10, it is unclear if the address information is being added to the 
"products" or the "intermediate products". 

Regarding claim 10 and claim 13, it is unclear what is meant by "holding address 
information as preceding address information". 

Regarding claim 10 line 13, and claim 13 line 16, it is unclear what "before" is 
referring to. 

Regarding claim 10 and claim 13, it is unclear how "another one of said products" 
is selected, and how this is related to the "address information". 

Regarding claim 10 and claim 13, it is unclear what is meant by "predetermined 
relationship". 
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11. Claims 11, 12, 14, and 15 depend from claims 10 and 13 and therefore 
incorporate the same deficiencies. 

Claim Objections 

12. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: The limitation 
"steps" in line 3 of claim 13 should be changed since the claim recites an apparatus, not 
a method. Appropriate correction is required. 

Conclusion 

13. The disclosure pertaining to the language of claims 10-15, particularly the last 
two paragraphs of claim 10 and the last four paragraphs of claim 13, is 
incomprehensible to the extent that the examiner has been unable to make a 
reasonable search of the prior art. 

Examiner suggests incorporating language into the claims that relate to the 
actual "film-making" process that is described in the specification. For example, 
replacing "products" and "intermediate products" with "film", "core", etc. would potentially 
make the claims more definite. Additionally, the 35 U.S.C. 112 problems cited above 
need to be addressed. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
